SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording entitled Maid Service is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording contains a feature in which a female is vigorously spanked and 
caned by another female. The scenario involves role play, but appears to leave the 
subject in genuine distress. The treatment of the subject is considered to constitute 
extreme cruelty. She undergoes a high level of pain, her protestations are ignored, 
and her attempts to escape are resisted by force. Because of the sexualised context 
given to these acts, the publication is considered to promote and support the infliction 
of extreme cruelty. 

One of the trailers involves a young female, whose appearance and manner are 
designed to emphasize her youth, being spanked by a woman whom she refers to as 
“mummy”. By presenting this activity for the sexual arousal of the viewer, this trailer, 
and the publication as a whole, is considered to promote and support the exploitation 
of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The publication presents material that is deemed to be objectionable under the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Therefore, the rights and freedoms 
specified in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 cannot be applied to the 
publication. 
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
